ITALIAN. 

ROME, Dec. 25.—On the Asiago pla- 
teau the battle, which continued flerce- 
ty and sanguinarily the whole of yes- 
terday, diminished in intensity only at 
nightfall. Our counter attacks, made 
several hours before dawn, succeeded 
fn spite of the difficult terrain and 
the very low temperature, in arresting 
the enemy and carrying the fighting 
on to the positions from which we 
had moved the previous day. 

The enemy defended the ground 
gained with great stubbornness, coun- 
tering our counter attacks and coneen- 
trating in front of his line a formid- 
able fire from numerous batteries. 

During the vicissitudes of the flerce 
etruggle some batteries and many ma- 
¢ehine guns which had been left in the 
Gestroyed lines were recovered. 

An enemy column advancing from 
Bertigo toward the heights to the west 
of Malga Costalunga was destroyed by 
our fire. 

A battalion succeeded in wresting 
from the enemy and holding for some 
time the summit of Monte Val Bella, 
while other detachments, having as- 
cended the slopes of Col del Rosso, en- 


gaged the enemy under the summit of 


the mountain in heavy hand to hand 
fighting. 

During the action hundreds of our 
guns of al calibers unceasingly bom- 
barded the enemy troops, dispersing 
concentrations behind the line and 
etopping the advance of supports. We 
took a number of prisoners. 


GERMAN, 


BERLIN, Dec. 25.—Between Asiago 
and the Brenta troops of Field Mar- 
shal Conrad von Hoetzendorf stormed 
Col del Rosso and the heighta | adjoin- 
ing to the west and east. 

A lively artillery duel continued 
throughout the day between Asiago 
and the Brenta. Enemy counter at- 
tacks against our newly won positions 
and a thrust at Monte Pertica were 
repulsed. The number of prisoners 
captured as a result of the engage- 
ments around Col de] Rosso has in- 
creased to more than 9,000, including 
$70 officers. 4 

LONDON, Dec. 25.—Since a portion 
of the Italian front was taken over 
by British troops there has been no 
change in the situation on the British 
front. There has been active counter 
battery work and our airmen have

A ton of 
bombs were dropped and bursts were 
observed in the large main station, in 
the works, and also in the town, where 
fires were started. 

Very heavy anti-aircraft gunfire was 
directed against our airplanes when 
they were over their objective and one 
of the machines was damaged and 
forced to land. Several of the enemy’s 
scouts made repeated attacks upon our 
formations, but were driven off. All of 
eur machines returned except the one 
aforementioned.

This was admitted today by officials 
here in connection with news of the 
discovery of a quantity of rifles, revol- 
vers, and ammunition in the Russian 
freighter Shilka, which has just ar- 
rived at a Pacific port manned by a 
mutinous Bolshevik crew. Govern- 
ment agents suspect that the guns ahd 
munitions were intended for the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World in this 
country, although it was said a full 
report on the mysterious cargo has 
not yet been forwarded by officials at 
the port of arrival. 

One of Many Cases, — 

The Shilka incident is only one of 
many cases leading officials to believe 
the connection between plotters in sev- 
eral of the allied countries may be more 
tangible than the indefinite link of 
moral sympathy.

TARS TELL OF 
U. S. CAPTURING 
CREW OF U-BOAT 


New York, Dec. 25,—[Special.J—A 
certain “ocean greyhound” splashed 
queerly with camouflage, nosed into 
its berth at an Atlantic port today— 
its first visit here since October, 1914. 
During the war its speed has been de- 
voted to the British transport ervice. 
It brought in time for Christmas din- 
ners twenty-six first class, twenty-nine 
second class, and 111 third class pas- 
sengers. 

Most of the latter were sailors of 
the American flotilla under Vice Ad- 
miral Sims, now operating in the war 
zone. They told of the sinking of one 
U-boat, giving its number. They said 
the destroyer that sank it sighted it 
as it was lying in walt for a big Brit- 
ish liner. A depth bomb brought it to 
the surface and the crew was taken 
prisoner. But the seacocks had been 
opened and the submarine sank. 

The sailors said members of the crew 
of the prize said they had been in- 
formed of the liner’s sailing with fifty 
British officers aboard and were lying 


in wait for it.

“Tribune” Gets Official

Status of the Ninth, Tenth, and Elev- 
enth regiments of Illinois infantry was 
definitely eatablished last night as the 
result of official answers made to in- 
quiries by Tum TRIBUNE at the war 
department at Washington and the 
adjutant general's office at Springfield. 
These answers, it is believed, will fully 
satisfy members of the organization, 
who are eager for service and have 
feared that they are being neglected. 
| This fear has resulted from the recent 
organization of United States guards 
under the direction of the federal gov- 
ernment to perform duties which tae 
members of the three regiments named 
expected would be delegated to them. 

The Ninth, Tenth, and Eleventh regi- 
ments were organized by the state of 
Illinois just before the federalization 
of the old national guard regiments. 
The Ninth was formed in the southern 
part of the state, the Tenth in the cen- 
tral and northern section, and the 
Eleventh in Chicago and its suburbs. 
All were given intensive training in 
camp at Springfield. While at camp 
the men were told that they were na- 
tional guards, took the state oath as 
national guards, and called themselves 
national guards. 

New Regiments Formed. 

Upon their return from Springfield 
they found that several new regiments 
of state troops had been formed, 
known as the auxiliary militia, and 
then another body of state troops came 
into existence known as the volunteer 
training corps. 

All of these have been somewhat in- 
discriminately referred to as “home 
guards,” but the three regiments first 
named were the only ones to wear the 
same uniforms as regular troops and 
the only ones whose arms and equip- 
ment were paid for by the state. 

Then came the organization of the 
United States guards and the men of 
the three regiments began to wonder 
where they “ were at.” A number of 
them have propounded questions to 
their officers without getting satisfac- 
tory answers.

of war materials to be shot away and 
thus—economically—wasted..

Prices Soar. 


The _ price of steel billets in conse 
quence rose from $19.50 a ton in 1914 
to $88 a ton last May. The price of 
copper advanced from 13 cents a 
pound to 31 cents, although the gov- 
ernment has since fixed the price at 
23% cents. Cotton before the war sold 
‘at 13.25 cents a pound. In May it 
was 20.55 cents. Wheat before the 
war sold at 85 cents a bushel. It has 
touched $3 since. , 

Sugar has been shipped out of this 
country in increasingly large amounts. 
In 1913 there was exported 51,772,000 
pounds of refined sugar, valued st $1,- 
$74,000. Thus far in 1917 there has 
been exported 1,577,000,000 pounds val- 
ued at $90,676,000. 

The exports of meat products and 
other foodstuffs down to the hu.nble 
egg increased in volume until this year 
the.foreigners paid 37.31 cents a Cozen 
against 21.60 cents in 1915. 

Cost of Living Rises. 


With the rise in prices at home oc- 
casioned primarily by this foreign de- 
mand, the cost of living began to grow 
and this in turn led to increases in | 
wages. “Then when manufacturers | 
were forced to pay 25 to 40 per cent 
more for the labor which entered into 
the making of the articles they soid, | 
there was afforded in the home market

When 100,000 people reach the same 
coriclusion with reference to their in- 
come and all begin selling the low in- 
terest bearing securities in order to buy 
those yielding a larger amount, the 
market’ for 4 per cent bonds begins 
to decline from a price level at, say, 
95 to. around 82.. In the markets when 
one class of securities goes down, oth- 
ers follow. The investor who wishes 
to sell his 4 per cent bond naturally 
finds but few buyers since every one 
is looking for a larger yield. The holder 
of the 5 per.cent bonds, on seeing the 
market for the 4 per cent issue grad- 
ually falling, begins to figute that all 
bonds will go down and he will sell 
his at the best price possible in order 
to save a further ldss. 

This is not only the psychological de- 
velopment, as it might be called, but 
an actual experience of all markets. A 
fear of lower prices becomes general 
and the holders of securities begin to 
say, “We had better sel) today for 
tomorrow they will be lower.” And so 
they are.

odd precincts in the city on two days 
of registration, one before the primary 
and one before the election, and on 
two days of revision, one after each 
day of régistration.
